Wall-Surfacing Materials Easy to Install 


By MB. FIX 


The matter of building an attic 


room, or basement rumpus room, 
or of remodeling any other room, 
is no more than decided and right 
away you ar faced with another 
important decision. 


It is: What wall-surfacing ma- 


terial to use? There are several 
kinds, as you will see. All are good. 
Which it will be depends oa the 
individual taste and* pocketbook, 
and on whether you wish, the at- 
mosphere of the room to be light, 
heavy, Mmjai or just plain Jazry. 
Let's take your choices one at a 
time. 


Flberfomurd — Thin material 
Is 


made chiefly from wood or vege- 
table fibers. Lightweight and rela- 
tively soft, it is not nearly as du- 
rable as some of the others, but 
has considerable thermal insulat- 
ing value. Also, it soundproofs to 
some extent. 


Inexpensive, it is available in 


predecorated or unfinished planks, 
tiles and pinels. 


Harfixisrd—It's made of real 


wood particles tightly compres- 
sed into extremely dense, hard- 
surfaced panels. A variety of sur- 
face textures and patterns is avail- 
able, perforated and corrugated 
being among them. Generally un- 
finished, one type has a preprimed 
surface. 


Prices of the material range 


widely, as do the pane! sizes. 
Thickness for wall application are 
from 14 to *i inch, 
the thinner 


panel being right for installation 
on extisting walls, the thicker ones 
for Installation directly over open 
framing. 


Plastic - Surfaced Hardboard — 


Same as hardboard, except that it 
has a factory-applied plastic finish 
—solid color, wood grain or mar- 
belized — and is obtainable in 
planks and blocks rtiles) as well 
as panels. 


Piaster / Asbestos Wallboard — 


Low in cost and fairly durable, its 
surface is fire-resistant. It's com- 
monly purchased in 4xS-foot panels 
H or li-inch thick, and in prefin- 
Isiied 
or simulated wood-gram 


planks. 


Usually the joints between pan- 


els (not planks) are sealed after 
Installation with a combination of 
special joint cement and perforat- 
ed tape to resemble plaster walls. 


Plywood — In a higher - cost 


bracket, this familiar material, 
too, conies in panels and prefin- 
ished panels, either of which is 
available with surface veneers nf 
various grains, textures and wood 
species. 


Generally the li-inch panels in 


4x4-foot or 4xS-foot size are used 
on wa'is. A popular nexv practice is 
that of applying plywood panels 
over open framing or 
furring 


strips with instant-bonding cements 
only—no nails or other fasteners. 


Linoleum. Vinyl and Rubber — 


Primarily flooring materials, these 
can also be glued to srr.ooth. solid 
wall surfaces- of plaster, plaster- 
board or hardboard. They come in 
rolls or tiles ar.d are curable. Lino- 
leum is least expensive, rubber the 
most costly. 


Cork—It comes in thin tiles for 


application with adhesive on solid 
walls, and in hardboard-backed 
sheets. It has insulating and sound 
absorbing value, but should be 
sealed with liqjiid cork sealer or 
wax if not factory prefinished. for 
it stains if not treated. Price is 
moderately high. 


Lumber —Last but not least are 


the ever - popular tongued - and- 
grooved beards in nearly every 
species of wood imaginable. The 
rarer the wood, the more expen- 
sive it is. It's up to the buyer to 
finish the boards to his taste. 


There are several methods of 


applying the materials mentioned 
above. MOP* of the plank materials 
can be installed over solid walls. 
fumnsr strips or open framing with 
adhesive, na::<=. or special metal 
clins. Tiles are generally glued up. 
while most panels are nailed, or 
glued ar.d r,a:!ed. 


Thick Layers 
Of Old Paint 
Spoil New Job 


A dollar bill, a 
magnifying 


glass, and a chip of old paint from 
the wall are handy tools to start 
with if you're going to repaint 
the exterior of your house. 


Measure the paint chip against 


the edge of the dollar bill under 
the glass and see which is th.eker. 
If the chip of paint is twice as 
thick, the old paint coating will 
probably have to be removed be- 
fore repainting. If it is four times 
as thick, the old paint w.5! "cer- 
tainly have to be removed." ac-

The magazine says it is best to 


follow the recommendation of a 
reputable painting contractor. 


Chemical Nature Changes 


Excessive thickness causes 


chemical changes in under layers 
of paint. The result may be bl.s- 
tering or cracking, and then the 
new paint is likely to Sake off. 


If "incompatible" paints were 
used in the past, this also might 
necessitate complete removal of 
the old cost before repainting. 
Examples «f incompatible paint 
combinations are: white or light- 
colored house paint applied over 
dark-colored trim paints or red 
barn paint; pure white lead ap- 
plied over a previous paint con- 
taining zinc oxide that had not 
weathered for at least three to 
four years, or paint or enamel 
over varnish, shellac or lacquer. 


"These combinations." Ameri- 


can Builder says, "may cause 
scaling or alligatonng. in which 
the checking or cracking of the 
paint film under weathering re- 
veals the old coat through the 
fissures in the later coat."

For Gardeners

There is little to do outside now 


but ita an excellent time in which 
to plan for this year's garden. Here 
are a few for the amateur gar- 
dener: 


Send for and read the catalogues 


of seedsmen, nurserymen and oth- 
er garden supply houses. Plan from 
these catalogues your color com- 
binations and places where you 
wish to plant the seed or plants 
that you want. 


Place seed orders this month as 


soon as you decide on your choices 
to avoid disappointments. Later, 
stocks may be exhausted. When or- 
dering seeds or plants try to 
choose the species and varities 
most likely to succeed in your soil 
and climate. 


This will help to insure successful 


plantings. Suck to plants that, you 
know will succeed for the principal 
planting, but include some of the 
novelties to increase your know- 
ledge of plants. In all likelihood, 
some of the novelties will become 
"standbys" in a few years' t.me. 


To test vitality of leftover seeds 


count 10 to 25 of each kind, no: for 
good looks or size, and scatter 


; them thinly on dampened blotting 
paper in a shallow dish; cover 
! them with another damp blofer 
and then turn another dish over 
tnem to cnec.-: evaporation. 


Keep the blotters damp, not wet. 


from day to day. Count the num- 
ber of seeds that sprout, figure 
the total percentage, and in this 
way you can tell whether or not 
to throw away the seed, when 
weak seed is sown more should be 
used than with strong seed 


Learn how an insect does its 


damage to plants by reading now 
the "life histories" of all the in- 
sects likely to attack each kind of 
plant that you expect to grow this 
year. You will note that rr.^-st of 
them belong to one of two genera! 
classes—the ones that bite off and 
swallow bits of leaves, and these 
that only push their beak-like 
"mouths" beneath the leaf sur- 
faces and suck out the plant juices. 


The chewing kind are easiest 


killed by stomach poisons: the 
sucking, by dusts, caustics, oils 
and gases, since they cannot be 
injured bv ooisons that must be 
taken into the stomach. 


Do not cut back early sprir.g- 


bloomir.g shrubs unless you want 
some for forcing, because each 
branch cut off will probably have 
buds that will later open into Sow- 
ers.

An Interview With Wild 


Bill's Nephew 
By SANDRA HARVEY 


Horace Hickok, WiM Bill's nfphew. lives at Troy 


Grove, Illinois, the birt&piac* of Wild Bill, Our Junior 


Historical group visited Mr. Hickok and found him to be 
a fine student of history and an interesting speaker. 


James (Wild Bill) Hickok was not a wild 


shooting ruffian as he is often thought to have 
been, but rather was a law-abiding man hired by 
the government as a peace officer, and later hired 
by an express company to guard stage-coaches. 
In line of duty he was forced to capture and kill 
outlaws, and was feared by them. Thus he soon 
received the nickname of "Wild Bill." Mr. Hor- 
ace Hickok spoke several times of the fact that 
Wild Bill was the child of educated parents, both 
having been graduated from Dartmouth College. 
Then, too. his father had studied for the Presbytc- 
5an ministry. Wild Bill had come from an edu- 
cated, cultured home. 
When Wild Bill moved west, his wife remained be- 


hind and managed and toured with a circus in Indiana, 
K:s children remained behind-, too. Wild Bill's first job 
was that of peace off:cer. Then he received good money 
as a guide :r. the Black Hills. The money he used for 
working claims with his partner. Charies Utter, known 
as "Colorado Charlie." Soon Wild Bill became marshal 
of Deadwood. S. D. 
Outlaws didn't like this because 


they knew what would happen to them. Bill made ene- 
mies here. Some of them bragged about how they were 
going *.o trick him. Tim Brady ar.d Johnny Varnes were 
two of the outlaws who wanted Bill killed. They hired 
a gunman Jack McCall to do the job. 


During all of Wild Bill's life as a peace officer and 


marshal, he had made it a rule to sit with his back to 
the wall and to face a doorway. 
Tr.is had saved him 


rr.ar.y times. On Aug. 2. 1876. Wild Bill was enjoying a 
sociable game of card?, tal.-rlr.g and laughir.g with his 
fr.enns. For some reason he was sitting •wi'h his back to 
tr.e open door, very much off guard. M:Call came to the 
door, keeping to the back of Bill.

Judges, Too 


Also included were increases of 


$7,500 to $10,000 in the pay of fed- 
eral judges, and raises for the vice 
president. House speaker, V. S. 
attomeys and their assistants, and 
top justice department officials. 


After the voice vote rejection of 


the bill worked out by a Senate- 
House conference committee, the 
Senate voted 62-7 to instruct its 
conferees to insist the tax-free fund 
oe el.m.nated. 


The same f:ve confeiees who 


acted previously were named by 
the Senate. Kefauver, head of the 
group, told a reporter he was sure 
the House would insist on some 
other concession as a substitute for 
the expense fund. 


Rep. \Vaiter iD-?a\ one of the

Several members recalled the 


sharp criticism voiced o* the Con- 
gress in 1946 when it voted a $2,500 
tax-free, nonaccountable expense 
allowance to all senators and rep- 
resentatives. This allowance final- 
ly was made taxable in 1952, and 
has since been considered a part 
of a $15,000 congressional salary.
